National adoption of the principle of 
teaching highway safety in the pub¬ 
lic schools, which has been success¬ 
fully operated under the plan of the 
safety department of the Automo¬ 
bile Club of Southern California in 
various cities in this section, is ex¬ 
pected as a result of the appeal for 
such action recently sent to public 
school superintendents throughout 
the country by Secretary of Com¬ 
merce Hoover. 

In this request to school authorities 
for their co-operation, Secretary 
Hoover called attention to statistics 
showing that approximately 6,000 
children are killed annually by auto¬ 
mobiles, which is 30 per cent of all 
the fatal motor vehicle accidents. 

Figures Are Reversed 

That safety teaching in schools is 
successful was illustrated by 1924 
statistics which show that the child 
death rate expectancy in Los An¬ 
geles had been reduced 21* per cent 
for the year, while facts compiled 
by the National Safety Council from 
reports from 80 large cities through¬ 
out the nation showed a steadily as¬ 
cending death rate among children, 
caused by automobiles 

As a beginning of its educational 
program of extending safety study 
to every elementary school in South¬ 
ern California, the motoring organ¬ 
ization has established such teaching 
in the public schools of Los Angeles, 
Glendale, Bakersfield, Long Beach, 
Santa Barbara, San Diego, Pasadena, 
Pomona, Ventura and other cities. 
The material reduction in child fatal¬ 
ity expectancy in Los Angeles last 
year attracted nation-wide attention, 
according to the requests for infor¬ 
mation from all parts of the country 
that have been received by the public 
safety department.

New Method 
Adobe Brick 
i Being Tried 

I The adobe house is coming back, 
according to J. N. Hawks of the real 
estate firm of Andrews & Hawks. 

1 Mr. Hawks has perfected a method 

■ of making adobe bricks which he . 

I says will make the use of this fam- I 

ous building material of the early j 
day both cheap and practical. 

1 Mr. Hawks’ first building experi- i 
ment is to be the office of his firm 
. which is to be built at once on West j 
Central avenue near the Wistaria [ 

| theater. This building will be con¬ 
structed of adobe, which is now be- j 
. ing made by Mr. Hawks according to I 
. his new process. 

. Mixed by Machine 

, After all, there isn’t anything so j 
I new about the process, Mr. Hawks I 
, says, except its application. The ! 
adobe clay is mixed in a regular I 
concrete mixer and poured into the 1 
I moulds and left to dry much as j 
concrete is manufactured. This makes j 
a brick which is true in shape and i 
solid in structure and which may be j 
! made with a speed that makes them j 
! commercially practical. 

Near the foot of the mountain, i 
, Mr. Hawks has a piece of land with 
a good sized hill of fine adobe clay. 

' He has his machinery arranged so 
that the clay may be handled from 
its original bed to the moulds by 
gravity action and with comparative¬ 
ly small expense. The natural ad¬ 
vantages are so great that it is 
claimed that bricks can be made 
; ! here and transported to any part of j 
! the city at less cost than would be j 

■ ! required to make bricks on the j 

■ ground of any prospective home 
f where they would be needed. 

i Bricks Made True 

The old method commonly em- 
. ployed in making these bricks, em¬ 
ploys only a few moulds and the j 
clay and water are mixed by hand. 
The molds are removed soon after 
the bricks are cast, which results 
in an irregular product which usu¬ 
ally causes the mason more or less 
trouble when he attempts to build 
a true wall. Mr. Hawks has a 
large number of moulds which per¬ 
mits him to let the bricks stand for 
several hours and until they are 
thoroughly set. The use of a power 

■ mixer also shortens the labor and 
increases the daily output which Mr. 
Hawks believes will put the adobe 
brick in a class with other building 
materials with a commercial value. 

There are many features in favor 
of the adobe brick if it can be put 
on a marketable basis. A house

I HAD never seen a walking stick be¬ 
fore; In fact, I did not know there 
were such things.

She looked up at me unafraid, confi¬ 
dent that she was Immune from sight 
and annoying attention, and I respected 
her privacy and walked on. If her bus 
band, with his great yellow wattles, 
had been sitting In her place, every boy 
and dog In a hundred yards would 
have spied him out. 

We could all save ourselves a good 
deal of trouble nnd danger If we gave 
a little more attention to a sort of pro 
tectlve coloration In our social and 
uslness affairs. 

Carter had been for twenty-five years 
n a position which brought him Into 
.■ontact dally with nothing but trouble. 
He was constantly listening to pro¬ 
tests, hearing complaints, and being 
the target of scathing remarks, yet he 
always seemed to have a smile on his 
face and to be as cheerful and opti¬ 
mistic as If he had never listened to 
abuse or given ear to a tale of woe.
